THE SPJEAK.EBSHIP. 


Congress meets Monday next. The 


absorbing theme is now the Speakor- 
ship of the House of BepreaentativeB. 
The leading candidates of the Demo- 
cratic majority are Randall, of Penn- 
sylvania, and Carlisle, of Kentucky. 
The former is known to the country 
as au experienced parliamentarian 
who haa served in the chair, and 
there is no reason for questioning 
the parliamentary ability of the 
latter. With the Democracy, the 
question is not so important as to 
the person for Speaker as te the 
principles to be represented where 
the power lies to put the national 
Democratic party on record by the 
committee appointments. 


The leading issue between the two 


great parties is that of the tariff. 
Mr. Randall, without doubt would 
appoint a Ways and Means Com- 
raitUe that would see to it that so 
far as the Democracy is represented 
in Congress, the tariff question would 
not be reopened any further than the 
protection of special interests was 
concerned. Mr. Carlisle has entered 
the Speakership canvass as a candi 
date representing the avowed plat 
form principle of the Democratic 
party of a "tariff only for revenue.' 
What the people wish to know, is 
•whether Mr. Randall or Mr. Carlisle 
la the real representative of the 
Democracy on the issue, and npon 
the selection of the Speaker they 
expect to draw an inference not far 
from the truth. 


The national Democratic platform 


snatains*the present position of Mr 
Carlisle and it remains to be seen i; 
the Democrats of the House have 
the courage to stand by it. If they 
hare nob, the people will believe 
that the professions of the Democ- 
racy are meaningless and will have 
good ground for refusing to trust the 
national administration in the hands 
of ji party so recklessly misrepresent 
ing itself. On the other hand, if the 
Democrats stand by their profes 
sions by electing a Speaker who will 
endeavor to have the tariff so adjust- 
ed by tha House as to conform to 
the party's ideas, the people will be 
satisfied of Democratic sincerity on 
that question anQ will not neglect 
to reoord their own judgment at the 
elections ia 1884. 


We trust that the Republican Con- 


gressmen will not meddle in this 
Democratic contest, bat let the 
Democrats settle it among them- 
selves. In this matter at this time, 
they have more at risk than the pub- 
lic and the interests of the latter 
•Will be bast subsorvad by allowing 
the Democrats to go squarely upon 
S03ord on thair propose^'glatform.

Political 4A«Mlp from the National 


Capital. 


WASHXHOTON, D. 0., Nov. 20, 1883.-, 


There are now i» "Washington fully one 
mlf the members of Congress.. Most of 
hem are called here this early because 
of the interest involved in the organi- 
zation of the House of Kepregentatives. 
The election of a Speaker at this time 
is considered almost as significant as 
would be the nomination of a candidate 
for the Presidency. The Speakership 
is the most important office in the power 
•f tha Democratic party. It. carries 
w,ith it a sort of leadership; so that the 
Speaker because of the authority in his 
bands as a parliamentarian, is some- 
thing of a dictator in party politics. 
It 


is thought by many, indeed, that the 
(unctions of this office permit the exer- 
cise of more autocratic power than per- 
tains to any other office under the gov- 
ernment, not excepting the Presidency 
itself. It may be interesting to glance at 
the reasons for this. The Constitution 
defines the authority and functions of 
each branch of the national assembly. 
The House of Representatives origin- 
ates almost all important laws. Of 
course it is through the instrumentality 
of measures proposed, or already before 
Congress that politics are influenced. 
Parties divide on trade and political is- 
sues and grow fat or become lean ac- 
cording to tho popularity of the meas- 
ures advocated 
by them. Now the 


Speaker controls very largely the in- 
troduction and 
consideration of nil 


measures proper to come before Con- 
gress. Ho is thus au arbiter of laws in 
some sense. As personal popularity 
goes with the advocacy of popular 
ideas, he is also able to forward the per 
soual interests of his friends and to re- 
strain the political efforts of thorn whom 
he may oppose. ' Ha exercises this au- 
thority not only as the presiding officer, 
with limited authority in the direction 
of recognizing those who ho chooses to 
allow to be heard, but also in making 
up the committees. 


These committees formulate the meas- 


ures which are to be introduced for the 
action of Congress. The political sen- 
timents of each member being known 
to the Speaker he can give authority to 
those who reflect the views which aa a 
political leader, he desires to advocate. 
In a word he is in a position to control 
in a large degree, political legislation, 
and to promote the political fortunes of 
those whom he may see fit to favor. 
This long explanation .will mak» clear 
the reasons why the organization of the 
House, now going on, is considered by 
members, of the first importance to the 
party, and to themtjelres. 


In regard to who will be elected to 


this important place, I can give this 
exclusive item of news. The Speaker 
will be elected by the Democratic Rep- 
resentatives. On account of the deli- 
cate situation in which the party finds 
itself, members have not given their 
pledges to support either Carlisle, Eau 
<lall or Cos, except in a fow instances. 
It has now been determined to call a 
preliminary caucus of Democratic Rep- 
resentatives to meet in the Capitol 
building the last week in November to 
Consider the attitude of the party, and 
to determine if possible upon a candi- 
date who will pledge himself to a certain 
line of party policy, . to be doterouaed 
upon a,t that time. All speculations and 
claims previous to that date may be set 
down ai the more sensational fictions 
of reporters of the newspapers. I turn 
from the consideration of the Speaker- 
ship about which every one ib talking, 
to quite another matter. 


A few years ngo, a pile of etono, often 


mistaken for an unfinished sliot-tower, 
attracted tho attention of thane who 
looked towavds the Potomae finis. It 
was the neglected Washington Monu- 
ment which stood in an unfiir.3hcj.l con- 
dition for tvrenty years, an epitome of 
She ingratitude of Republics. It wns 
completed to 400 feet in bright livst 
week and is to-day the biggest thing iu 
the country. It will be 5J>0 fuet high 
when finished, next Summer. It ia con- 
iemplated to have a grand celebration 
of this event. The details of this affair 
will be left to the committee on public 
works who will present a bill to Con- 
gress reciting the intention, arid asking 
or au appropriation to carry on the 
scheme on a basis which will give the 
celebration a national charaetei.

A 
gentleman, says tho San Francisco Bul- 
letin, who IB greatly interested iu sci- 
ence, and who has given considerable 
attention to the subject of atmospheric 
phenomena, ntatts thai tho recent pecu- 
liar gunsats nre, without much doubt, 
due to the Into volcanic eruption in 
Alaska. 
Ashes 
from that eruption 


have been carried (ill over Japan and 
beyorul, aud similar cnloiiug of the 
skies hivvo been observed there. Dur- 
ing the eruption in Jiiv.i similar color- 
ing was exhibited in different purts of 
the world, and as far east as Panama. 
The beauty of many of the Italian sun- 
nets nro held to be due to ashes from 
volcanoes and from dust from the desert. 
Our own sunsets, therefore, are sup- 
posed to have been caused by the par- 
ticles of ashes coming from the Alaskan 
volcano. 
These are carried in the 


upper currents of the air, and form, as 
it were, a canopy. 
In the ordinary 


position the sunlight passes through 
thin stratum withoutproduciog a visible 
effect; but when the light ia below the 
stratum, as at unnrise or sunset, and 
the rays strike the under surface of the 
ssh-lftden current,, the solid particles 
form an extended reflecting surface. 
The sunlight is thus thrown back upon 
the earth, and causes the beautiful sun. 
sets which have been go much admired.
